IS UNLIKELY TO SEEK 
LEADER OUT OF CITY 


Last Four Managers Have 
Been Players From the 
Capital Team. 


By FRANK H. YOUNG. 

The Nationals no longer 
known as the Harrismen. 

The next announcement to be forth- 
coming from President Clark Griffith 
is the selection of the man who will 
manage the Washington ball team dur- 
ing the 1929 season. 

The trail here ended yesterday for 
Bucky Harris, who was relieved of his 
managerial duties by Griffith after an 
hour’s conference at the Washington 
club’s headquarters. Five years of 
tenure as manager of the Washington 
team by Harris terminated when Grif- 
fith announced to newspaper men that 
“Harris is through.” His only accom- 
panying explanation declared the action 
was “for the best intcrest of the team.” 

Harris successor has not been se- 
lected and Griffith has not yet con- 
Sidered definitely any possibilities. 

“The suddenness of my decision to 
relieve Harris as manager has not given 
me time to consider any successor at 
this time,” Griffith declared. “Il have 
not started negotiations with any pros- 
pective managers, neither have I 
prospects in mind at this time.” 

Harris himself was the first to an- 
nounce his dismissal yesterday, greeting 
the newspaper men awaiting the result 
of the conference with: 

“Well, boys; I’m through.”

Was that of Joe Judge, veteran first 
baseman, who has long been recog- 
nized as one of baseball's “smartest’’ 
players.

ling as to his intentions. 

The impression persists that a player 
in the Washington ranks will 
vated to the managership. Past rec- 
ords bear out this forecast with the 
last four managers of the Nationals 
all playing members of the team pre- 
vious to their appointment. Griffith, 
after relinquishing the managership of 
the club in 1920, never has gone out- 
side the ranks of his team to find a 
manager. He turned over the reins 
first to George McBride, his shortstop. 
McBride was succeeded by Clyde Milan, 
Star centerfielder. Milan in turn was 
succeeded by Donie Bush, veteran 
utility infielder, who had been claimed 
from Detroit the season before, and 
upon Bush’s release Harris, the regular 
second baseman, was elevated.

SAYS EXPENSES UNLISTED 


Madison, Wis., Oct. 2.—On the claim 
that Walter J. Kohler, Republican nom- 
inee for governor, has violated the cor- 
rupt practices act, a writ of mandamus 
was filed today asking the supreme 
court to order that the secretary of 
state cancel his certification of nomi- 
nation. 

The writ was filed by Fred M. Wy- 
lie, Madison attorney. His claim that 
the nominee, conservative Republican 
and millionaire manufacturer, violated 


the corrupt practices act, was based 
on ten charges. Justice Marvin H. Ro- 
senberry signed the mandamus order. 

“It was the understanding here that 
even though Kohler’s name be can- 
celed. he could run as an independent 
candidate, but that the second highest 
for the nomination, Joseph D. Beck, 
Progressive, would be the nominee. 

Kohler, who won the nomination 
over Joseph D. Beck, candidate of the 
La Follette progressives and Gov. Ffed 
R Zimmerman, who sought reelection, 
had no comment to make today on the 
action. He must file an answer to the 
charges by October 6. 


Details of Ten Charges. 


The mandamus action was the sec- 
ond move concerning Kohler, against 
whom opposing parties made the claim 
that his expenditures during the pri- 
mary were excessive. A John Doe in- 
vestigation of funds spent in the pri- 
mary is under way in Dane Coynty, 
where the capital, Madison, is located, 
and the secretary of state has been 
asked for certified copies of expendi- 
tures as filed with him. 

The ten charges against Kohler are: 

That he did not appoint a personal 
campaign committee and file state- 
ments of accounts on oath, as required 
under the corrupt practices act. 

That he filed only $2,194.47 tn dis- 
bursements or obligations the Saturday 
preceding the primary election ana did 
not file any statements under ogth of 
receipts, promises or pledges as re- 
quired by law. 

That there was filed the Saturday 
following the primary a verified state- 
ment of $2,781.02 in disbursements 
only. together with an unverified no- 
tation of no receipts and no obliga- 
tions. 

That in the fir-t statement filed by 
Kohler there it listed as a disburse- 
ment a “contribution” to a self-styled

Expected to Leave Monday 
for New Trip Through 
Border States. 


IS MET BY A BIG CROWD 


By EDWIN W. GABLEMAN 
(Staff Correspondent of The Post). 
Albany, N. Y., Oct, 2—The “Happy 

Warrior” is back home. With happy 
memories of a 6,000-mile journey that 
took him through the corn and wheat 


fields of the West and Northwest tn the 
furtherance of his candidacy for the 
Presidency, Gov. Alfred E. Smith of 
New York tonight laid aside campaign 
duties temporarily and prepared to take 
a brief rest before starting out on an- 
Other foray into debatable territory. 

His special train pulled into Albany 
shortly before 8 o'clock tonight from 
Rochester, where the governor stopped 
yesterday to address the Democratic 
State convention and to confer with 
State party leaders regarding the con- 
duct of the campaign in the Empire 
State this fall. The State ticket nomi- 
nated today and headed by Franklin 
D. Roosevelt for governor was almost 
wholly his handiwork. 

Gov. Smith and his family went im- 
mediately from the train to the exec- 
utive mansion, pausing only long 
enough to acknowledge the plaudits of 
his friends and neighbors, who gath- 
ered at the station to welcome him 


send-off two weeks ago Sunday night 
when he started on his eventful tour, 
and they were back again tonight to 
give it a happy ending. 

Gov. Smith returned to Albany con- 
fident that the State ticket nominated 
by the Democrats in Rochester is a win- 
ner and that it will aid him materially 
in carrying New York State in the 
presidential election in November. 


Must Carry New York. 


The governor realizes that he must 
carry New York to win the election. 
Anything he might have gained by his 
recent swing through the West or 
might gain in subsequent campaign 
tours would avail him nothing if he 
loses his own State, is the way he and 
his campaign managers figure it out. 
and their view is shared by political 
observers everywhere. He might carry 
New York and lose the election, but 
he can not win if he loses the 48 elec- 
toral votes of his home State unless the 
country goes completely topsy turvy 
in the forthcoming election. 

This explains why Roosevelt literally 
was dragoned into accepting the nomi- 
nation for governor. He was Gov. 
Smith's first and last choice. 

A conservative view among the party 
leaders who attended the convention ts 
that Roosevelt, running at the head of 
the State ticket, is worth 100,000 votes 
that otherwise would not be cast for 
the Democratic ticket. 

That Gov. Smith will profit tremend- 
ouslv because of his nomination Is 
conceded generally. Some take it that 
tHe drafting of Roosevelt against his 
will is a confession on the part of the 
Democrats of New York that they have 
no one else who can carry any appeal 
to the voters of the Empire State. Be 
that as it may, there is universal joy 
among the Democrats of New York that 
he has consented to run, and particu- 
larly among the Smith followers. 


Opposition Already Working. 


Already opposition is at work at- 
tempting. to discount the effect of 
Rooseveilt’s nomination. He hardly had 
been nominated when one of the 
Rochester newspapers, in blazing head- 
lines, carried a story that he would 
not accept. Stories were circulated also 


that he would not serve if elected on 


account of his health. 

Gov. Smith was quick to dissipate 
these rumors, and he did so with the 
finality of a man who knew what he 
was talking about. . 

“There is a story going around,” said 


_ the governor, “to the effect that some- 


thing was said that he did not have 
the strength to do the work. Of 
course, that is on its face an absurdity. 
The real fact is this: Franklin Roose- 
velt today is as good as he ever was 
in his life. Physically, he is as good 
as he ever was in his life. His whole

Radio Address Final Strike. 


Later in *yat week he again will 
face westward to journey across the 
continent to vote at his home in Palo 
Alto, Calif., stopping en route to make 
a speech in the Middle West. His 
final stroke of the campaign will be 
made in a radio address from his home 
on the night of November 5. 
Although he was late tn arriving at 
his personal headquarters yesterday 
the candidate cleaned up a number of 
campaign details at his home. before 
turning to the datly round of confer- 
ences at his headquarters.

DERIDES HOOVER RECORD 


Tulsa, Okla., Oct. 2 (A.P.).—A chal- 
lenge to the voters of the Nation to 
cite a single instance where Alffed E. 
Smith has permitted his membership 


in the Catholic Church to influence his 
actions as governor was issued today 
by Senator Joe Robinson, the Demo- 
cratic vice presidential nominee, upon 
his arrival in this State. 

Advised by Oklahoma party leaders, 
who met him at Claremore this morn- 
ing, that religion was one of the para- 
mount issues to be thrashed out, the 
senator in a brief speech made from # 
truck in the middle of one of the 
streets, declared that no one would 
know from Smith’s actions to what 
church he belonged. 

Moving on to Tulsa for a speech to- 
night, he again turned to this issue 
along with farm relief and what he 
described as “so-called Republican pros- 
perity” as subjects for attack. In ad- 
dition, the senator took advantage of 
his presence on Oklahoma soil to re- 
ply to thrusts Robert L. Owen, a for- 
mer Democratic senator from the State, 
has taken at the Smith-Robinson 
ticket. 

In the same hall where Owen 1s 
scheduled to speak tomorrow night, 
Robinson, in an address prepared for 
delivery, declared that a study of a 
speech by Mr, Owen appearing in the 
Congressional Record under date of 
May 29, 1926, showed the “inconsisten- 
cy” of his present stand. In that ad- 
dress, the Democratic candidate said, 
Mr. Owen discussed the question of 
“what Is a Democrat” and in part said: 


Owen’s Definition of Democrat. 


“One who believes in freedom of 
speech, in freedom of the press, in free- 
dom of religion, in the equal rights cf 
every person to life, liberty and to the 
pursuit of happiness, ° aL 

Owen was further quoted by Robin- 
son as saying that a Democrat was 
on “who opposes the Republican party 
because it is really dominated by the 
influence of national monopolies to 
the advantage of the major producers 
and consumers.” He added that Owen 
also had said:

He was a close 
friend of fcrmer President Taft and 
was called to Washington on several 
woccasions to confer with Treasury of- 
fcials. 

New York, Oct. 2 (A.P.).—Clarence 
‘Walker Barron, who died tonight in a 
Battle Creek sanitarium, was president 
of Dow, Jones & Co., publishers of the 
Wall Street Journal, editor of Barron's 
Financial Weekly, published in Boston, 
and president of Doremus & Co., a 
Wall Street advertising agency. 

He was prominent in the news last 
April when Princess Margaret Chika, 
of Roumania, brought suit against him 
for $100,000, charging that he defamed 
her at a@ dinner in August, 1927, by 
calling het a spy. The suit was dis- 
missed in Supreme Court by Judge 
Churchill, who said the words Barron 
was alleged to have used could not be 
construed as Princess Chika contended. 

Barron was born in Boston July 2, 
1855, was educated in the public 
schools, and in 1900 marriec Mrs. Jes- 
sie M. Waldron, of Boston.

‘THE NEW YORK CAMPAIGN. 
New York Democrats have named 
Franklin D. Roosevelt for governor and 
Royal Se Copeland for United States 
Senator. The battle-royal, which may 


bring victory or defeat to Gov. Smith, is 
now on. 

Franklin Roosevelt is by all odds the 
__ best selection that could have been made. 
In spite of his physical affliction he will 
doubtless make an effective campaign. 
With the radio he can reach tens of 
- thousands who would have been inacces- 
Sible ten years ago. It is not necessary 
for him to travel; but it is necessary that 
his clear voice should be heard, 

: The Democracy of New York was 
probably not in a position to sidetrack 
Dr. Copeland in favor of a stronger man 
‘fotthe senatorship. New York State 
should have..two great senators, as she 
has had in the past. Ina contest between 
Dr. Copeland and Ambassador Houghton 
the country would expect New York to 
choose the latter, who takes rank with 
foremost Americans in or oyt of the Sen- 
ate. But the senatorship is not the cen- 
ter of New York’s struggle this year, and 
if the ticket headed by Gov. Smith is des- 
ined to carry that State it will probably 
sweep Dr. Copeland along with it. 

Gov. Smith gave the cue to New York 
Democracy Monday night in his slashing 
attack upon the Republican State ticket 
and platform. It is noticeable that he did 
not refer to Ambassador Houghton, but 
< the shots he aimed at Attorney General 
-Ottinger, Republican nominee for gov- 
ernor, were direct hits, and his dissection 
of the Republican State platform left 
little for the undertaker and sexton. Mr. 
Ottinger is put on. the defensive, and 
against him is the most skillful political 
debater in the country—Al Smith. 

One strong point made by Gov. Smith 
against the Republican State platform 
- was in reference to the prohibition ques- 
tion. It was a political issue a couple of 
years ago, when a State referendum on 
an enforcement law was held in which the 
vote against prohibition was overwhelm- 
ing. Yet the Republican platform this 
year is silent on the subject. Naturally, 
the Republicans of New York could not 
indorse the result of the referendum, in 
view of the stand taken by. the party in 
the Kansas City platform; and evidently 
the New Yorkers lacked the courage to 
declare for enforcement of the national 
law. This lack of courage, proved by 
utter silence, furnishes a good target for 
Gov. Smith’s attack. The Republicans in 
‘this instance made a mistake, and no 
doubt many of them regret that their 
convention did not adopt the national dry 
enforcement plank and let it go at that. 
j Mr. Hoover is to go into Gov. Smith’s 
stronghold later this month and make a 
speech. Presumably it will deal with 
national business and finance. New York 
City is the Nation’s clearing-house, and 
is, therefore, a suitable place for discuss- 


“ ' the Nation’s economic questions. The 


masters of American business who make 
headquarters in New York City are 
not bothering about liquor. They are con- 
cerned with the country’s business wel- 
fare, and are desirous of maintaining 
prosperity above all things. If they

POINCARE GNAWS GRANITE. 


Premier Poincare’s latest “feeler” in the di- 
rection of inducing the Ufiited States to finance 
German reparations and France’s debt to this 
country has met with a blast as cold as the 
wintry winds that sweep down from the Green 
Mountains. Cold as he is, M. Poincare has 
encountered something colder; and tenacious 
as he is, he is beginning to discover that gnaw- 


ing upon granite does not pay. 

President Coolidge: has no sympathy with 
the undercover intrigue that aims to saddle 
upon American taxpayers the burdens of 
Europe. Premier Poincare’s sharp raps at 
Germany do not conceal the fact that he is 
cooperating with German politicians in the 
hope of perfecting a scheme that will be ac- 
cepted by the United States, whereby the sum 
total of German reparations will be fixed, 
France's debt to the United States scaled 
down, and the whole obligation discharged by 
palming off German bonds to American in- 
vestors, who already hold a mortgage upon 
most of Germany’s desirable assets. 

Germany knows that France will never let 
go until heavy reparations have been paid; 
hence Germany is anxious to know the. worst 
and have it over, so that France will with- 
draw from the Rhineland. France wishes to 
extract from Germany all that can be had, but 
the uncertainty of collecting payments indef- 
initely under the Dawes plan, and the unten- 
able policy of maintaining a French force in 
the Rhineland make it advisable for France 
to agree to a limitation of German repara- 
tions, if the limitation can be made big enough 
to include huge reparations above any sum 
that France must pay to the United States. 
But France does not know what limitation to 
fix, in view of her failure thus far to find out 
from America just how much of the French 
debt can be wiped off. If America insists up- 
on full payment of the $4,000,000,000 debt, 
France does not see how she can extract stil] 
more than that from Germany. What is the 
use of fixing a limit upon reparations, if all 
the money is to go to America, merely to pay 
a debt? 

As matters stand, France is collecting money 
from Germany and not paying any of it to 
America. This process is much more com- 
fortable than letting Germany go, in consid- 
eration of wiping out the debt to America. In 
that case France would not be receiving a 
perpetual income from Germany, as she is now. 
If only Gérmany and the United States would 
rest content, and if Germany would pay $600,- 
000,000 a year in perpetuity, M. Poincare 
would not worry about the debt to America. 
That, also, could be referred to posterity, in 
perpetuity. 

American taxpayers have President 
idge to thank for standing like a rock against 
the attempt to saddle this country. with Ger- 
many’s reparations and France’s debt. If 
Fyance continues to collect enormous sums 
from Germany, America expects France to de- 
vote part of the proceeds to the payment of 
her debt. Until France ratifies the Mellon- 
Berenger agreement, which provides a settle- 
ment within France’s ability to meet, there 
will be no tears shed in this country if Ger- 
many should make further reparation pay- 
ments conditional upon the fixing of a limit, 
somewhere, upon the total that France de- 
mands.

STUDYING ACCIDENT AVOIDANCE, 


Psychologists are taking up the study of 
training against traffic accidents. Until human 
beings are sufficiently trained to take account 
of a situation in a second, and to put into 
effect automatically the safety mandates that 
the brain enjoins, there will be accidents that 
could have been avoided. Hence there are 
now educational courses in traffic ways and 
their perils, with lectures and laboratory ex- 
periments. In such studies it is not necessary 
to simulate the situation, but only to make 
this so vivid to the mind of the instructed 
that he can feel the effects of failure to re- 
spond quickly and properly. That ‘‘feeling”’ 
is enough to give appropriate nerves and 
muscles such training that when the actual 
situation arises they respond. 

It has been conceded that any normal person 
can be tuned or keyed to the peril level of 
attention, so that he can at all times go about 
with his potential alertness ready to be made 
instantly active. Long ago William James 
pointed out the direction of such training when 
he declared that ‘the is the best equipped in- 
dividual who has reduced the greatest number 
of his common reactions to matters of habit.” 
To have the habit of avoiding peril is to be 
so attuned to the conditions of danger as 
automatically to act within the safety zone 
of nervous muscle. Measurement of mental 
response is as ready in this direction as any 
other that ‘the psychologist knows, but it is 
only lately that the~ phychology of peril 
avoidance has been given attention. 


GEN. GORGAS’ MEMORIAL 


The United States. was able to build’ the 
Panama Canal after others had failed because 
it recognized the necessity of making Panama 
a healthful place before it set engineers and 
laborers to work. Col. William C. Gorgas, 
who afterward became surgeon general of 
the Army, won lasting fame for the extinction 
of malign fever-bearing mosquitoes from the 
Canal Zone, and subsequently he carried on 
disease eradication’ crusades elsewhere. To- 
day marks the anniversary of his birth. The 
occasion deserves general recognition. 

Not the least. of Surgeon General Gorgas’ 
achievements was his direction of the medical 
activities of the Army during the World War. 
Under his- supervision more than 7,000,000 
young men were examined, of whom 4,500,- 
000 were inducted into the service. Never 
before was a physically finer army put upon 
the field of battle, and never before was a 
body of troops kept in such excellent condi- 
tion. Gen. Gorgas’ direction of the health ac- 
tivities of the American Army during the war 
entitles him to permanent glory, So great 
were his other achievements,, however, that 
they overshadow completely that work. | 

In Panama, where Gen. Gorgas first ex- 
hibited his great genius for outlawing disease, 
there is to be dedicated a memorial to him. 
Based upon the thought that ‘‘the outlawry of 
disease is the noblest mission of mankind,’ 
the memorial will take the form of a labora- 
tory in which active research will be under-

>—-- WILDLIFE VALUES. 
Bird refuges, game laws and other protec- 
tive measures for wild life are not merely 


measures for the protection of sport or for the 
esthetic interest of wild birds and animals. 
Their preservation is an economic gain. In 
New Hampshire it has been computed that 
wild life represents to the State an annual 
value of $6,500,000. From game flesh, fur 
and feathers, are derived $4,000,000; insect 
destroying value, $1,500,000; recreation value 
in connection with tourist attraction and busi- 
ness, $3,000,000. To these sums are to be 
added $300,000 in license fees and $1,500,000 
for general expenditures by hunters. 

Carried over the 48 States, the value of birds 
and game runs into an enormous sum. The 
argument in behalf of preservation of birds 
and game within the full limits of law is a 
plea for thrift and profit. 

The cost to the States in protection of game 
is inconsiderable compared with the sdvings 
and contributions the birds and game to 
the communities. Hence the claims the 
wild life of America for consideration are not 
those of mendicants, 


of

but of nature’s capitalists 
and: industrial workers. Many a man does not 
count as much economically for his State as the 
bird that flies over his head. 


HEALTH SCHOOL SERVICE, 

The Board of Education will consider this 
afternoon a suggestion made by the Washing- 
ton Tuberculosis Association that all pupils of 
the two local health schools be given 
of supervised training and care every 
There undoubtedly are many technical dif 
ficulties that would have to be ironed out be- 
fore such a project could be got 
Hospitalization—for: that is what the sug- 
gestion amounts to—may be objected by 
the parents of many of the pupils. In some 
respects it might not be a good thing to take 
the children away from home influences. The 
suggestion has much to commend it, however, 
and deserves serious consideration. 

Twenty-four-hour health not 
usual, probably because they are expensive to 
operate. In addition to the educational staff 
there must maintained the health staff. 
There must be adequate kitchens and living 
accommodations for pupils and staff. Another 
heavy item is the cost of reconstruction. The 
average schoolhouse is not cheaply transformed 
into a satisfactory sanatorium. 

On (the other hand, the need health 
schools for sickly children has come to be 
recognized everywhere. Washington 
gone in for them to nearly 
as many other communities. 
schools given over to this 
children carried by buses each morning, 
to receive five hours of supervised study, 
medical treatment, rest, and tecreation before 
they are returned to their homes in the after- 
noon. Nineteen hours out of twenty-four these 
pupils live under the direction of their parents. 
In many cases much of the good accomplished 
during the school period is undone during the 
balance of the day. 

Twenty-four-hour health school work should 
not be established at the expense of the thou- 
sands now studying in portable structures or 
upon a part-time basis in Washington public 
schools. The local school system is far below 
par, the reason lying in the fact that the Board 
of Education has not been granted adequate 
funds. While it might be a proper function of 
the school board to go into the hospitalization 
business, if there was money enough | to go 
around, the fact can not be gainsaid that the 
matter of major importance at this time is the 
general strengthening of the entire system. 
Twenty-four-hour health schools should be 
established only if it can be done without the 
expenditure of funds that properly belong to 
the whole school system.

BUCKY HARRIS. 

Stanley Raymond Harris, who rose from 
mine boy to manager of the Washington base- 
ball team, has been deposed. The news did 
not come as a surprise. Since early summer 
there have been persistent rumors to the effect 
that the 1929 season wauld see a new pilot at 
the head of the Nationals, and President Grif- 
fith’s announcement of yesterday morning 
served only to confirm expectations. Bucky’s 
successor has not yet been named, nor has he 
indicated his plans for the future. 

Purchased from Buffalo in 1919, Bucky im- 
mediately won a regular position upon the 
team. In 1924 he was made manager. His 
success was instantaneous. Taking a club that 
had not won a pennant for years, Bucky whip- 
ped it into shape, made of it a fighting machine, 
and piloted it through a strenuous season to 
the league championship. The world series of 
1924 was the most dramatic in the history of 
baseball. In the seventh and deciding gume, 
with twilight descending upon the field, Bucky, 
the boy manager, sent Walter Johuson, Wash- 
ington’s idol, in to pinch hit. Johnson won 
the game and the series, and the adulation 
that was heaped upon him was heaped equally 
upon Bucky Harris. 

In 1925 the Nationals again won the pen- 
nant. The world’s championship, however, 
was dropped to Pittsburgh in another seven- 
game series, 

Then the team began to slip. In the last 
three years it has ended the season in the 
first division, but Washington had its taste of 
world series excitement, and a berth in the 
first division was not enough. Bucky Harris 
lost his popularity. Time and again, usually 
unjustly, he was jeered. Three years ago the 
idol of the town, today Bucky Harris has been 
declared a free agent. Now that Bucky is gone 
local fandom probably will feel more kindly 
toward him.

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: If 
the Solid South slips its collar next 
November and some of the States get 
over into the Republican camp, what 
will follow? It will mean, for one 
thing, a tighter administration of the 
prohibition amendment. It will mean, 
for another thing, an upward revision 
of the tariff. It may also mean an 
amendment to the Constitution per- 
mitting each State to determine the 
right of suffrage, at least for State and 
local offices. Originally the whole suf- 
frage question was left to the States. 
Some of them required a _ property 
qualification, and all of them limited 
suffrage to the white race. Until long 
after the Civil War South Carolina 
chose presidential electors by the legis- 
lature. At first that was the case in 
all the States, but one after another 
abandoned that method. 

For a time some of the States chose 
the electors by congressional districts, 
except the two usually called sena- 
torial electors. By that means the 
vote was seldom a unit for any candi- 
date. There was a time when each 
State decided for itself the length of 
time foreign-born persons should re- 
Side in the State before being admit- 
ted to the right of suffrage, and each 
State now fixes the tefm of residence 
before immigrants from other States 
shall be permitted to vote, There never 
was any just reason why Congress 
shaquid take from the States the de- 
termination of qualification for suf- 
frage for offices within the State, by 
amending the Constitution. Let us get 


back to the old days. We have pro- 
gressed in the wrong direction.

“Section 2. The Congress and the 
several States shall have concurrent 
power to enforce this article by appro- 
priate legislation. 

“Section 3. This article shall be in- 
operative unless it shall have been rati- 
fied as an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion by the legislatures of the several 
States, as provided in the Constitution, 
within seven years from the date of the 
submission hereof to the States by the 
Congress.” 

The foregoing proposed amendment 
was submitted to the legislatures of the 
several States by a resolution of Con- 
gress passed on the 17th day of Decem- 
ber, 1917, and ratified by the legisla- 
tures of the following States: Missis- 
sippi, Virginia, Kentucky, North Da- 
kota, South Carolina, Montana, Texas, 
Maryland, South Dakota, Delaware, 
Massachusetts, Arizona, Georgia, Louitsi- 
ana, Florida, Michigan, Oklahoma, Ohio, 
Idaho, Maine, West Virginia, Washing- 
ton, California, Illinois, Indiana, Kan- 
sas, Tennesee, Arkansas, New Hamp- 
shire, Colorado, Alabama, Oregon, Ne- 
braska, North Carolina, Utah, Minne- 
sota, Wyoming, Wisconsin, Missouri, 
Nevada, New Mexico, Iowa, Vermont, 
New York and Pennsylvania—45 of t..e 
48 States. 

I gather from remarks of Gov. Smich 
that he proposes that “the people” be 
given an opportunity to express their 
views in reference to “amending the 
eighteenth amendment.” In the first 
place, if elected President, Gov. Smith 
would have to set about and have the 
Constitution amended, permitting “the 
people” instead of the legislatures to 
pass on his proposed amendment. Asa 
matter of fact, I agree that proposed 
amendments to the Constitution should 
be passed on by “the people.” It would, 
however, take “President Smith” many 
years to have the Constitution 60 
amended—if at all. He would, of ne- 
cessity, have to bring about the amend- 
ment of the Constitution before he 
could take up the matter of having 
“the people” vote on amending the 
eighteenth amendment. I seriously 
doubt that should “President Smith” 
serve two full terms he would be able 


to accomplish what he has in mind. 
He could, however, sow the seed and, I 
hope, live to assist in gathering the 
fruit.

WASHINGTON MONUMENT. 

Did you know that the Washington 
Monument was originally intended as a 
tomb for the first President? That 
once it was planned that the memorial 
should be a gigantic earthern mound, 
in shape like the Egyptian pyramids, 
instead of a granite shaft? That again 
the plans called for a series of temples, 
growing smaller in size at intervals to 
the top of a great shaft, containing 
niches for the statues of distinguished 
men of the various States? 

The proposal to erect the monument 
as a tomb, says the Farm Journal, was 
made by a congressional committee 
which launched the project immedi- 
ately after Washington’s death. Per- 
mission to remove the body from its 
burlal place at Mount Vernon was re- 
fused by the general’s brother. 

Charles Curtis, a leader in the move- 
ment, proposed the earthern pyramid. 
His plan was to have all soldiers who 
had served under Washington come to 
the Capital, each depositing a shovel- 
ful of earth in a designated spot. The 
appeal proved popular and was seriously 
considered until it was pointed out 
mathematically that before the me- 
morial could be near completed the 
Revolutionary’ veterans would be dead. 

As late as 1836, after Congress and 
committees had quibbled and argued 
for 50 years without any action, the 
plan for a series of pyramided temples 
was proposed. It was this plan that 
had been agreed upon when John Mar- 


shall, then 80 years old, headed a 
national society, members contributing 
$1 each toward the monument. 

But not ynti] July 4, 1848, was the 
corner stone actually laid. By that 
time the plans had been revised until 
the present shaft was agreed upon, al- 
though a Grecian temple to be erected 
around the base was still a part of the 
builders’ conception.

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“TN VARE CONTEST 


Says Democratic Chairman 
Tipped Him Off as to 
Senate Fight. 


ACCUSATION IS DENIED 


Philadelphia, Oct. 2 (A.P.).—Mayor 
Harry A. Mackey, who was campaign 
manager for William S. Vare, Republi- 
can, when he ran for senator against 
William B. Wilson, Democrat, in 1926, 
testified at the Vare-Wilson senatorial 
investigation today that Cornelius 
Haggerty, jr.. Democratic State chair- 
man at the time, “tipped” him off 
there might be a contest after the elec- 
tion Was held. 

Mackey appeared as a witness for 
Vare before the Senate committee on 
privileges and elections with Senator 
Waterman, Colorado, as the only mem- 
ber of the committee sitting here. 

The name of Haggarty was brought 
out only after considerable hesitancy 
on the part of the mayor and after 
rr ag Waterman had directed him to 

0 so. 

“Mr. Haggarty told me, ‘you better be 
more cautious in your campaign as it 
is the sole hope of the Democrats sup- 
porting Wilson to try and turn up 
something against your side and, cast a 
taint on the Philadelphia vote,” said 
the mayor. 

A letter that Vare sent to the Re- 
publican city committee was read 
wherein Vare said he wanted “a strictly 
honest election with no violations of 
any kind.” 

“I wrote that letter,” said the mayor, 
“because of the reports and informa- 
tion I had received of a probable con- 
test of the election.” 

Haggarty tonight denied that he had 
“tipped” off Harry A. Mackey or. any 
other person in the Republican party 
in a friendly way to avoid ballot fraud. 
He said he would so testify before the 
Waterman committee tomorrow. 

“Some of Mayor Mackey’s testimony 
is correct; some of it is incorrect, and 
his interpretation is most unfair,” 
said Haggarty. “As Democratic State 
chairman I warned Mackey and other 
Republican leaders that there must be 
an honest election and if any fraud 
were committed we would appeal to the 
United States Senate for redress. 

“The evidence shows that there was 
fraud at the 1926 election and the 
facts are that we did appeal to the 
United States Senate, so that my warn- 
ing at that time was not an idle boast. 
We believed there would be fraud and 
we took the trouble to notify the Re- 
publican leaders that we would not 
permit any tricks.”

Phildadelphia, Oct. 2 (A.P.).—An in- 
ternational association of bankers 
which would bring the world “a better 
understanding of the problems which 
beset every country and would make 
for a more cordial and sympathetic un- 
derstanding among nations,” was advo- 
cated today by Thomas R. Preston, 
president of the American Bankers’ As- 
sociation, 

Mr. Preston, who is president of the 
Hamilton National Bank, Chattanooga, 
Tenn., made the suggestion in an ad- 
dresss at the first general session of the 
fifty-fourth annual convention of the 
association. Group discussigns on vari- 
ous technical subjects confected with 
banking held the attention of the dele- 
gates. 

In alluding to the political situation, 
Mr. Preston said, “we are coming to a 
new era in political life,” and added 
that there would be no disturbance of 
business, either large or small, regard- 


‘less of whether Gov. Smith or Herbert 


Hoover were elected. 

He also spoke against the concentra- 
tion of power by means of bureaus in 
Washington and said “the concentra- 
tion of power has been the one instru- 
ment above all other by which free 
governments have been destroyed. 

“I would recommend the forming of 
an international bankers’ association,” 
Mr. Preston said. “It seems to me it 
wculd be impractical to have any other 
kind of an association except a dele- 
gated one. 


World Gathering Favored. 


“Such an association would not only 
help us to solve financial and indus- 
trial problems, but would bring to the 
world a better understanding of the 
problems and difficulties which beset 
every country, and would undoubtedly 
make for a more cordial and sympa- 
thetic understading among the coun- 
tries of the world. 

“If the United States is to maintain 
its financial and industrial supremacy 
it must continue to lend, invest and 
gcll abroad. Foreign business will be 
more important in the future than in 


» the past. We are so closely related to 


other countries that what affects one 
acction of the world affects all. 

“It would be desirable to have a 
meeting of representatives of all banks 
oi the world at some convenient point 
like New York, London, Paris or Berlin 
at intervals of two or three years.” 

Alluding to politics, Mr. Preston said: 
“Politically, as in many other ways, 
business and the masses seem to have 
gone into partnership and now have a 
more sympathetic understanding and a 


more cooperative spirit than ever be- 


re, 
pth are recognizing that their in- 
terests are inseparable. What benefits 
one will benefit the other.” 
Women Ignore Opportunities. 


Paul P. Brown, secretary of the North 
Carolina Bankers Association, made a 
plea for the installation by banks of 
gervice charges on unprofitable check- 
ing accounts. 

The National Association of Bank- 
women was addressed by Miss Agnes 
Olson, who said women’s dislike of be-

takes advantage of by using credit. 
Miss .Olson, who is assistant cashier 
of the Noel State Bank, of Chicago, 


discussed, the practical points of ex-| 


tending credit.

“I have a very high regard for your 
organization.

The 
diet should be changed to one that 
contains more milk, cereal and pro- 
teins and less starch and sugar. Some 
have advocated that the mouth should 
be kept clean. But if, in spite of all 
that can be done, the teeth are badly 
decayed, they should be pulled. To do 
sO may interfere with the proper de- 
velopment, the proper eruption of the 
underlying permanent tooth. It may 
cause the arch, the palate, the jaw 
and the nose to develop improperly. 
On the other hand, the bacteria in 
badly decaying teeth may do grent 
harm to the underlying tooth and to 
the gum tissues, and even may hazard 
the general health. 

Weighing the advantages and the dis- 
advantages, Dr, Sippy favors pulling 
badly decayed milk teeth. In some in- 
Stances it may be best to try to retain 
the space by having the child wear u 
Space retaining device, but as a rule 
this is not feasible. If the permanent 
| tooth below such a space is slow in 
| erupting, it may be advisable to help 
|it by cutting the gums, or by cutting 
|} away some of the bony wall around the 
|growing tooth, or by Irritating some- 
what the face of the tooth itself.

Harris has been a member of Wash- 
ington teams a little more than nine 
years, coming here from Buffalo in the 
waning days'of the 1919 season.

Both afield 
and on the bases, he has always been 
just a step ahead of the other fellow 
and his ability to think quickly and to 
diagnose a play or situation instantly 
has made him of inestimable value to 
his team 

It was this faculty and his -willing- 
ness to tackle anything which led to his 
appointment as manager when Donie 
Bush was cast adrift at the end of the 
1923 season.

Model public schools and adequate 
funds was set forth yesterday as the

CITY ObnOOLS SHOW 
NROLLMENT JUMP 
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Total to Date 71,566, Against 
70,236 Last Year Fig- 
ures Disclose. 


PEAK TO BE NEAR 75,000 


Enrollment in the District’s public 
elementary and high schools has 
reached 71,566, as compared with 70,- 
236 for the same date last year, school 
officials announced yesterday. 

Public night schools in the white 
divisions, which opened Monday, re- 
ported an enrollment of 2,997. Last 


year’s night school enrollment of 7,171 
is expected to be passed before the 
month is out, officials said. 

Before the present school term start- 
ed two weeks ago, administrative of- 
ficials predicted a total enrollment for 
the elementary and high schools of ap- 
proximately 73,000. At the present rate 
of increase, however, officials yester- 
day said the total enrollment may 
reach 75,000. The peak is expected to 
be reached by the first of next month. 

Figures show that most of this year’s 
increase is in the high schools. In 
the elementary schools this year there 
are 56,996 enrolled, as compared with 
56,421 for the same period last :ear. Of 
this number 36,838 are attending the 
white schools and 18,164 thc colored 
elementary schools. 

The junior high schools in the white 
divisions, are attended by 4,249 pupils, 
as compared with 5,831 last year at the 
same time.

Fornial notice of the unjustness of a 
charge of dishonesty placed by police in 
1925 against Charles M, Watts, for the 
last 20 years a District Government 
clerk, will be taken by the District Com- 
missioners on receipt of reports from 
police and District officials investigat- 
ing forgeries which led ‘> the arrest ot 
Charles H. Stanley, District highway 
department employe. Stanley, arrested 
late Monday afternoon, following a week 
of investigation, is char: 1 with nine 
cases of forgery which, the police 
charge said, netted him $600. 

Stanley yesterday, it was said, con- 
fessed that it was he and not Watts 
who forged a small check while both 
were employed in the District depart- 
ment of trees and parkings. Watts was 
arrested when handwriting experts of 
the Treasury Department said that the 
forgery more nearly resembled his 
handwriting than that of Stanley, 
also suspected. 

Questiored by the late Inspector Clif- 
ford Grant, chief of detectives, Watts 
was said by the detective chief to have 
confessed, but Watts denied that, say- 
ing that he merely had offered to make 
good the amount of the forged check, 
$4.50, if it would save his chief, Clif- 
ford Lanham, embarrassment, 

“I never did confess,” Watts repeated 
yesterday, as he was the center of con- 
gratulations from fellow employes. “Of 
course I am glad my name Mas been 
definitely cleared of this cloud. I am 
glad, too, that my superiors in the 
District government believed in my 
honesty sufficiently to keep me in my 
post.”

statement. that Watts 
to the forgery, Watts 
was released under bond, and the 
charge was nolle prossed sometime 
later by the District attorney’s office 
because the case against the clerk was 
considered weak at best. Both Watts 
and Stanley since have been employes 
of the District. 

The arrest of Stanley was brought 
about by an investigation of a week 
by Maj. James R. Lusby, District dis- 
bursing officer; Daniel J. Donovan, Dis- 
trict auditor, and Col. John W. Oeh- 
mann, District building inspector, whose 
name Stanley is said to have forged to 
checks and vouchers.

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Increase for Year Puts Wash- 
ington Thirteenth on List 
of Great Cities. 


TOTAL JULY 1, 552,000 


Washington jumped 12,000 in popu- 
lation during the year ending June 30, 
1928, the Census Bureau announced 
yesterday, and by so doing became the 
thirteenth largest city in the Unitea 
States. 

The estimated population of thes 
Capital City on July 1 was 552,000, ac- 
cording to bureau figures, an increase 
of 124,491 over the 437,571 population 
accredited by the 1920 census. The 
1928 city directory places Washington's 
population at 541,000. 

The estimate for Washington is for 
the District of Columbia only, and does 
not include the metropolitan area, 
which, according to the 1920 census, 
had a population of 506,558, more than 
69,000 of whom lived outside the 
boundaries of the District. 

No estimate for the larger area will 
be made, bureau officials said, but its 
exact population will be available after 
the decennial census of 1930. 

New estimates for other cities in 
more than a half-million residents class 
were as follows: 

New York City, 6,017,500; Chicago, 
3,157,400; Philadelphia, 2,064,200; De- 
troit, 1,378,000; Cleveland, 1,010,300; 
St. Louis, 848,100; Baltimore, 830,400; 
Boston, 799,200; Pittsburgh, 673,800; 
San Francisco, 585,300; Buffalo, 555,- 
800, and Milwaukee, 544,200. 

The bureau refused to make an es- 
timate of the population of Los An- 
geles, owing to what were described as 
unusual conditions. In 1920 the Cali- 
fornia city had 576,673 residents. 

Increases were indicated for prac- 
tically every city in the country in the 
population class of 30,000 or more. A 
notable exception was Manhattan 
Borough, New York City, which suf- 
fered an estimated loss of 200,000 since 
the State census of 1925. Two hundred 
ahd sixty-two American cities were 
listed in the 1928 report. 

Estimates for 1928 were based partly 
on calculations of increases indicated 
by the 1920 censns, the bureau pointed 
out, by the results of intervening State 
census returns and by studies of local 
conditions. Because of annexations, 
“exceptional conditions of growth” or 
indicated population loss, the bureau 
declined to make 1928 estimates of sev- 
eral cities.
